hat sort of person would you like 
to see graduate from Ridley?” 
That was the rather daunting 
question that a prospective parent 
asked me this past summer. (1 





can’t remember my exact answer but it must not have 
discouraged the parent completely as the child en- 
rolled!) The question has remained with me, how- 
ever, and is worth a more thoughtful response. 

The simplest answer is a great and strong 
variety of people who respect themselves and who are 
considerate of others: people who are self-confident; 
people who have had their potential for learning and 
leadership unlocked; and, certainly, people who have 
developed the survival skills of communication, 
reasoning and self-discipline.

s a part of society subject to the mod- 
ern pressures of financial constraint, so- 
cial trends, growing diversity, and 
greater accessibility, higher education 
is changing. We see the effects of 
financial restrictions in over-sized classes, limited 
enrollment, and aging facilities, among others. 
Socially, we see a significant growth in female 
participation to the extent that women now slightly 
outnumber men in many undergraduate programmes. 
At the same time, programme specialization has in- 
creased, with an enormous array of choices (Actuarial 
Science to Zoology) being presented to applicants. 
And new areas are added regularly, such as Business 
and East Asian studies, Ethics in Medicine, as well as 
new fields in Computers and Engineering. Fur- 
thermore, modern travel has made attending a distant 
university quite practical - and not uncommon for 
today's youth. 

For the current Ridley graduate, the excite- 
ment of moving on to a new stage of education is 
tempered by the confusion of so many choices. 

Many young people are not prepared, often wisely, to 
make firm commitments to specialized university 
programmes. In fact, most are still in the process of 
discovering their own strengths and weaknesses, and 
establishing their own values and interests. To this 
point in their lives there has been a considerable 
amount of external pressure directing them along the 
educational path; now, for the first time in many 
cases, they are asked to make an important decision 
largely by themselves. Many seek more time, and are 
heartened to know that universities require a diversi- 
fied first year, with the exception of professional 
programmes, before one is able declare a major. 
Nevertheless, each student feels the pressure to make 
the right decision, a decision that will meet their

own and their parent’s expectations. 

At the same time, on a technical level, 
admission criteria present a hazardous maze. Each 
university has admission requirements that can differ 
slightly or significantly even for the same programme 
or faculty. This problem is exacerbated when students 
apply to universities in other jurisdictions. In many 
circumstances the requirements conflict, so that the 
best strategy for admission within Ontario is counter- 
productive outside the province. For example, 
Ontario universities will only assess a student's top six 
OAC/Grade 13 courses (unless they have stipulated 
the inclusion of prerequisite courses); in contrast, 
McGill assesses all courses. A student who takes 
more than six courses and can eliminate the lowest 
marks for Ontario universities stands the best chance 
in Ontario, but at the same time may well jeopardize 
his chances at McGill, or Harvard for that matter. 
This problem increases in complexity as the number 
of applications and jurisdictions increases. On 












average, Ridley graduates today will apply to three 
universities in Ontario and three or more outside the 
province. Given that university calendars are 


notorious for their dense and often confusing 
presentation of information, it is no wonder that 
students can be intimidated and discouraged by the 
admissions process. 

Parents can suffer their own kind of purgatory 
as they do their best not to interfere, and yet be ready 
and able to intervene if necessary. Parents often feel 
very out-of-touch when it comes to re-acquainting 
themselves with the complex and changing world of 
university admissions. As | sit amidst an annually 
updated collection of university guides and calendars 
representing thousands of institutions, | am struck by 
the variety and range of options available. This is 
the reality of the complexity even without adding on 
consideration of applications for various scholarships, 
or consideration of an alternative year between high 
school and university. 

To address this state of affairs and assist 
graduates and their families, the Ridley Guidance 
Department is committed to providing a high quality 
and comprehensive support service. First, parents are 
kept informed through university presentations on 
Parents’ Days for senior grades, term by term inform- 
ation letters sent home with reports, school 
publications, and a standing invitation for parents to 
visit the school and meet with me at any time to dis- 
cuss plans and progress. Second, students are prepared 
through a sequence of information and planning 
classes and grade presentations, augmented by school 
publications, and individual interviews. Third, we 
provide an extensive array of resources, including a 
growing library of videos and computer programmes; 
university calendars and related materials for over 
two hundred and fifty universities and colleges, as 
well as specialty guides to thousands more; guides to 
scholarships; guide books to worthwhile ways to 
spend a year between high school and university; and 
a series of university representatives visiting the 
school. Also, Ridley is the Niagara testing centre for 
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Four-Year Colleges 
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the College Board exams written by all applicants 
to the U.S. In addition, we ensure counsellors are 
kept up to date through professional development 


activities, and I would be remiss if I did not attest to 
the high calibre of our two hard-working secretaries 
whose professionalism and commitment is indispens- 
able to assisting students. With this comprehensive 
set of services, students are able to overcome the 
paper jungle of applying to university without 
succumbing to the hardships. 

Students go through a challenging series of 
steps and stages during the graduation year. The year 
begins with commitment to school involvement and 
countless future possibilities, and ends with a goodbye 
to the school and a single destination. For many, 
successfully matriculating to university represents 
the crowning achievement for the Ridley graduate. 
Indeed, it is a triumphant moment at the end of a 
challenging struggle to develop the skills and 
confidence to stand on one's own two feet. Parents 
somewhat regretfully but happily pass on to the 
eraduate the privilege of freedom and _ adult 
responsibility. And Ridley bids best wishes and 
Godspeed to another generation of graduates.

My father used this legacy to 
erect the Marriott Gates in 1934. The gates were 
designed by Ferdie Marani ‘12. Little did anyone 
realize that these gates would be used to symbolize 
Ridley’s 2nd Century Campaign.

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‘Professor’ Dodge takes 
heat for GST 


o most of us, the world of economics is a 
murky, complex, arcane discipline. U.S. 
presidents know this and have often 
made economists, especially those who 
advise them, the target for some of their 
@ ) wittiest and most caustic barbs. It may have been 
Harry S. Truman who started the joke about one- 





handed economists. “All my economists say, ‘on the 
one hand ... on the other’. Give me a one-handed 
economist!” Well, Dr. David Dodge, Associate 
Deputy Minister of Finance, wins “hands down” not 
only as one of Ridley’s most illustrious graduates, but 
one of Canada’s most eminent economists, of the 
“one-handed” variety! 

David Dodge spent one year in the Lower 
School (1956-57) and four years in the Upper 
(1957-61) distinguishing himself in a vast variety of 
ways: Prefect, English, History and Geography and 
Scripture prizes in Grade XI, 2nd Football, manager 
of 2nd Hockey, Boxing finalist, Editor in chief of 
Acta, Debater, Glee Club, Head Librarian, Province 
of Ontario Scholarship and the Kelly Matthews 
Proficiency Prize in Grade XIII. This high level of 
achievement followed him to Queen’s University 
where he received his Honour BA in 1965 with the 
Medal in economics. He then went on to Princeton 
where he was awarded his PhD. In 1972, he joined 

| the Department of Finance as senior research officer 
and subsequently became Director of policy analysis 
at the Ministry of State for Economic Development. 
In 1977 he was appointed professor in the School of 





Advanced International Studies at John Hopkins 
University in Baltimore, Maryland. He rejoined the 
Federal Government in 1980 as assistant Deputy 
Minister in strategic policy and planning. In October, 
1989, he was promoted to associate Deputy Minister 
responsible for implementation of the GST and Can- 
ada’s policies in international economic institutions. 

Like all economists of any stature, Dr. Dodge 
has been on the “Hot Seat” more than once. The 
headline for an article in the December, 1989 issue of 
The Financial Post reports: ‘Professor’ Dodge takes 
heat for GST. His colleagues in Finance have dubbed 
him ‘the Professor’ partly because of his demeanor 
and partly because Dodge has been acquainted with 
the professorial role throughout his career. The 
object of attack is something he has grown very 
accustomed to. 

Throughout the difficult process of tax 
reforms, started by Finance Minister Michael Wilson 
back in 1985 when the U.S. suddenly reformed its 
taxation system, Dodge has been one of the leading 
figures in the Department of Finance, handling the 
technical issues behind the changes. Don Blenkarn, 
Conservative MP and Chairman of the parliamentary 
Finance Committee and one of Dodge’s major 
adversaries over the years of tax reform has given him 
the nickname “Tax”. 

Taxes and death are the only certainties is the 
way the old cliche runs. It may be a good thing that 
at least one of these certainties is in the hands of an

PROGRAMME 


Ridley's campus has a unique landscape qual- 
ity not often found in Canada. Three basic elements - 
wide uninterrupted sweeps of mown grass, groups and 
rows of tall forest trees and clusters of classical-style 
buildings - have been combined to create a restful 
and serene landscape. The delicate balance between 
these elements can be lost all too easily through in- 
discriminant development or the loss of trees to dis- 
ease and natural degeneration. 

In 1984, Ridley's Board of Governors author- 
ized a long-term "Master Plan" for the campus that is 
intended to ensure a visually interesting and varied 
landscape that complements the many architecturally 
significant buildings found on the campus. Tree 
planting is a central element of the Master Plan. 
New plantings of both deciduous and coniferous trees 
are necessary to preserve the original wooded nature 
of the campus. With this objective in mind, Ridley's 
Landscape Committee has been authorized to initiate

Happy 25th Birthday!

n September 19, 1990, at the York 
Club in Toronto, about 65 Ridley 
volunteers (board members, group 
captains, class agents, associate class 
agents, and grade agents) gathered to 
kick off the 25th Ridley Fund Campaign. 

This annual giving programme, is one of the 
oldest of its kind among independent schools in 
Canada. We can proudly claim that the Ridley Fund 
raises more unrestricted monies than any similar 
campaign in the country. Last year, $357,290 was 
donated by 1,831 members of the Ridley family to the 
annual giving campaign. The history of the Ridley 
Fund and the record number of donations and dollars 





last year speaks volumes about the commitment of 
the men and women associated with Ridley College. 

The Ridley College Foundation Fund and the 
Ridley College Scholarship Fund Inc., in the United 
States, were established during the 1950's, but it was 
not until the 1965-1966 year that these two funds, 
under the leadership of Tom Jarvis ‘37 and Graham 
Ness ‘37, chairmen of the Ridley College Foundation 
Fund and the Ridley College Scholarship Foundation 
Inc., respectively, decided to undertake an annual 
giving programme by means of telethons and written 
solicitations to all members of the Ridley community. 
During this year, using class secretaries as canvassers, 
the campaign sent out two mailings and held a 
telethon in Toronto. With a target of $20,000, 272 
donors gave $16,730. 

During the 1966-1967 campaign, two 
important changes evolved: The Ridley College Old 
Boys’ Association decided to drop its annual member- 
ship fee, which at that time was $10, in lieu of an 
annual giving programme to encompass all old boys 
and parents of the school. The second and more 
important change in this year was the appointment of 
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Sam Heaman ‘39, oversees 4 early telethoners, L-R: Peter Horne 
‘51, Bill Coy ‘30 and Larry Smith ‘37. 


Sam Heaman ‘39 as the secretary of the Ridley 
College Old Boys’ Association and the Ridley 
College Foundation. That Sam was the right man for 
the job was quickly evidenced as the fund topped the 
$100,000 mark in 1970. Unfortunately, with the 
launching of the Programme for Excellence 
Campaign, the Ridley Fund, as it came to be called, 
was suspended for the 1971-1972 year and, when it 
was reactivated the following year, only $11,300 

was raised. 

During the next decade and a half, Sam 
Heaman built a strong network of canvassers, group 
captains, class agents, and associate class agents, 
which today number 200 plus volunteers. Sam also 
held regional branch telethons as well as the annual 
Toronto telethon, but it gradually became evident 
that all Ridleians in North America could be reached 
as easily from Toronto as from numerous branch 
locations; hence, the Ridley Fund now holds two 
telethons annually in Toronto: one in November,

and one in late March or early April. 

By the 1979-1980 campaign, Sam had nursed 
the Ridley Fund back to $140,000 from 1,500 donors 
and, upon his retirement in 1986, the Fund raised 


$232,770 from 1,776 donors. During the 2nd Century 


Campaign, the Ridley Fund was wisely not suspended, 


and its fortunes rose with the success of the campaign 
to last year’s annual giving record. (See paragraph 
two above.) 

A new wrinkle that has helped the Ridley 
Fund to new heights is the introduction, during the 
2nd Century Campaign, of reunion-year giving. Each 
reunion year adopts a special project, (i.e., a bursary, 
planting a tree grove, signage on school buildings, 
etc.) which it undertakes to fund during its reunion 
year. This programme has introduced an element of 
competition into the annual fund between different 
eraduating classes, with some groups raising upwards 
of $50,000, during their reunion year. During the 2nd 
Century Campaign, reunion-year giving totalled well 
over $600,000. It is hoped in the future that reunion- 
year giving will continue to grow, become more com- 
petitive between graduating classes and eventually 
provide 60% of the annual giving to the school.

Today, the annual giving programme supports 
all aspects of school life, with the current student 
body being the most immediate beneficiary. The 
Ridley Fund provides 3.6% of the school’s operating 
budget. We hope, by the year 2000, to raise this figure 
to 10%. To do this, we must increase the participa- 
tion rate, which now stands at 33% of the Ridley 
family. We would like to achieve a 50% participation 
rate - you can help us.... @D

ith the ever increasing number of

not for profit organizations 
entering the field of annual and 
capital giving campaigns, more and 
more schools and other charitable 





institutions are initiating planned giving programmes. 
Over 90% of fund raising campaigns carried on by 
Canadian charities are targeted at the private sector 
discretionary, disposable income. Asset wealth in the 
private sector has been all but ignored by charitable 
organizations in Canada to date. Interestingly, the 
vast majority of wealth in the private sector is in 
assets and not in discretionary, disposable income. 

What Is Planned Giving? It is a long range 
approach to supporting Ridley College or any other 
institution of your choice. Donors may choose to in- 
clude Ridley College by a bequest in their will, make 
Ridley a beneficiary of an insurance policy, or transfer 
the ownership of a policy to the school. Individuals 
may wish to establish a charitable annuity or an 
endowment fund to support a particular, favourite 
project at the school. 

Planned giving can be both emotionally and 
materially fulfilling for an individual. A commitment 
such as a bequest or an insurance policy can strength- 
en the bond between the school and the individual 
and, in many instances, it will enhance annual 
giving. It is emotionally satisfying to support an 
institution which we believe in, and we all share a 
desire to leave something in this world that will grow 
- what better vehicle than a planned gift? Such gifts 
can provide significant tax benefits to the donor 
while at the same time maintaining financial security 
for the individual and their families. It also allows an 
individual to make a significantly larger gift than 
might otherwise be possible. 

A planned gift offers Ridley a measure of 
financial security in meeting an uncertain future. It 
allows the school to undertake long term projects 


such as academic chairs, scholarships, etc. Such gifts 
establish a life-long relationship between the school 
and donors. It provides the school with an opportu- 
nity to recognize the generosity of its supporters by 
the naming of academic chairs, bursaries, scholarships 
and buildings. 

Bequests are the most common type of 
planned gifts and can take several forms: cash, 
securities, and bequests can be given directly to the 
school in a will or as a remaining interest when one’s 
spouse is deceased. 

Insurance policies are probably the next most 
common type of planned gift and can take two forms. 
The donor can make Ridley the beneficiary of a 
policy or the donor can assign the policy, irrevocably, ¢ 
to Ridley. These gifts can be established as endow- 





ment funds for a favourite activity or as memorial 
funds in memory of a loved one. Another form of 
bequest that is growing in popularity is the gift 
annuity in which an individual takes out an annuity 
with the residue of the agreement going to the school 
upon the death of the annuitant. 

With the exception of annuities and life 
insurance policies, bequests and endowment funds 
held by Ridley are pooled for investment purposes. 
An investment committee for the Board of Govern- 
ors supervises the management of these monies by 
professional consultants. In order to maintain the 
purchasing power of the endowment income, the 
general investment policy is to maximize income only 
within the constraints of adequately protecting 
capital. All pooled funds share in both capital growth 
and annual income from earned interest. All monies 
are held by the Ridley College Foundation, which 

determines annually the distribution of income to 

the school.

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Kenyon Lett House 
S The Headmaster’s New Residence

Director of Finance and Operations 


he genesis of the idea for Kenyon Lett 
House began with our former Head- 
master, Jere Packard. While the 
Headmaster's House was not up to the 





standards of housemasters' houses, his 
main concern was for the living conditions of the 
girls in Gooderham House. In a sense, the School was 
a victim of its own success in co-education. The 
School's wish not to turn away qualified girl borders, 
resulted in over crowding in the Gooderham House 
During Mr. Packard's last year at the 
School, the Property Committee and Board of 


residences. 


Governors reached the decision to upgrade the stan- 
dard of accommodation in the current Headmaster's 
House and make it available to the Housemaster of 
Gooderham House West. The former internal 
apartment of Gooderham House West, above the 
house library, would then be converted to student 
accommodations to alleviate some of the over crowd- 
ing in the house. 

All of this left the tenants of Gooderham 
House in good stead, but put the School in the 
awkward position of having employed a new Head- 
master and not having a place for him to live. When 
Doug Campbell arrived, he moved into the upgraded 
Gooderham House Housemaster's accommodation on 
an interim basis. Several Governors suggested that 
the time was right for the School to build a new 
Headmaster's House. 

At this time, the Walker family came forward 
and offered to provide a major portion of the funding 
to construct the new house. At the same time, Dr. 
Patrick F. Lett had a similar proposal and wished to 
name the house in memory of his grandfather, Ken- 
yon Lett. The Lett family is one of the oldest Ridley 
families. Kenyon Lett entered Ridley in 1891 and 
graduated in 1896. During the 1920's, his two sons, 
Stephen and Terence, entered the School and in turn 
their sons attended Ridley, David '59, a cousin of 


Tristram '66 and Patrick '67. 





The School then found itself in the enviable 
position of having more than one donor and more 
than enough money for the project. Happily, the 
Walker family agreed to top up the Hamilton Chair 
Endowment Fund in the 2nd Century Campaign and 
to create the Walker Maintenance Fund Endowment. 

It has been the intent of the Governors of the 
School that the creation of this new home not be 
funded from tuition fees and that no operating 
expenses bear any burden of the project. This has 
been accomplished in the following way:

The project is on time and on budget, and the 
Headmaster has moved into the new house. Likewise, 
the Gooderham West Housemaster, Karen Close and 
her husband, Tom, have moved into the new Good- 
erham Housemaster's Residence. Our Property Man- 
ager, Les Andrew, is making plans to complete the 
renovations to the former Gooderham House 
apartment which will accommodate 12 girls. A fire 
stairwell, required under building code regulations, is 
complete and will be connected to these new rooms. 

The home has ample living space for current 
and future Headmasters’ families, includes guest 
accommodation space, and a provision for a future 
nanny's room. The focal point of the house is a two- 
story foyer complete with spiral staircase and chan- 
delier and will be a very gracious entertaining space 
for alumni and parents, a facility which the Head- 
master has lacked in the past. We hope that many of
